SACRAMENTO, Dec. 17+—Dur- 
ing the first three weeks of legis- 
lative session next Jgnuary, Gov. 
Richardson will submit a biennial 
budget to the Legislature calling 
for an expenditure of approximate- 


ply, $79,000,000 for State activities 


during the fiscal years of 1923- 
1924. The budget 
represent a reduction of at 


$12,000,090 under the 1921 bud- 


ardson’s specific guarantee relat- 
ing to governmental! costs. 

Budget requests for all State de- 
partments, bureaus. commissions 
and boards have not been received, 
but from data and information in 
Mr. Richardson's hands he has 
been able to draft a tentative bud- 
get plan. 

The general scale of reductions 
has been attained despite re- 
quest for increased apprropriations 
from certain departments running 
as high as 80 per cent over the 
appropriations of 1921. 

And this revolution in the ad- 
ministration of California finances 
been accomplished at least to 
some extent with the hearty co- 


operation of departmental heads‘

LOST, FEAR

SAULT STE. MARIE Iich.) 
Dec. 17.—Twenty-seven persuns 
are missing and are believed to 
have been drowned or died from 
exposure following the disaster. 
which overtook the tug Reliance 
when it hit the rocks of Lizzard 
Island four days ago. 

This was the fear expressed by 
officiais of the Superior Paper 
Company, owners of the t who, 
tonight, for the first time, ac mitted 
that in addition to the crew of 
fgurteen the Reliance ied 
twenyt-two passengers. 

Seven survivors of the wreck 
reached here last nigh: Two oth- 
ers. Mr. and Mrs. John Harten, 
cooks, were suffering so from «old 
and exposure, that they were left 
at a station of the Algoma-Central 
Railroad for medical attention. 

The last seen cf the missing 
twenty-seven persons was Wednes- 
day morning when the Reliance, 
battling through a blinding snow- 
storm, went on the rocks off Liz- 
zard Island, stripped her wheel 


and sank almost immediately. 

D. A. Williams and thir- 
ty-six others who were forward 
took one life-boat while nine oth- 
ers, including Mr. and Mrs. r- 
ten, took the other. The second 
Aritted several hours in the 
storm and was blown ashore on the 
Canadian mainiand, eighty-five 
miles north of here.

of Point Aux Prince at the west- 
erp entrance to the St. Marie's 
river. 

The eastern shore of Lake Su- 
perior is sparsely settled from 
Batchewana Bay to Mickipicoten 
Harbor, a distance of more than 
fifty miles, and the nearest rail-
